Too little attention ‘has hitherto been paid 
to be civil occupution of Manchuria. Troops 
are not—above oll iu the eyes of the Chinese— 
a ‘salutary clement, nor even ao sign of o 
permanent regime, Comme cial establishments 
and peosants’ colonies alone svemed able, in the 
midst of Chinese populations, to. guarantee 
peaceable possession, Ruseia hed thought ont 
such a, policy cf colonisation long before the 
outbreak of the war. As early s3 May, 1900, 
thera were abvnt 80,000 Russian emigrants, all 
pessant families, at the terminus of tho. trans- 
Siberian rsilway on the Amur, These poor 
people, it was said, were to got gravis of land In 
the Amur provinee ; inthe meanwhile they wero 
litera ly starving at Stretensk becansa there were 
no mesis of communication. The whole of the 
European Press described the distress of these 
pioneers of Russian civilisation. Jn fact, they 
were packed at Stretensk like beasts ready for 
export, for purely political reasons, They were 
not ‘destined to romain in that barren country 
where. all their efforts would have been frnit- 


that the economic motives of Russian expansion 
in the Far East are of quite a difforent nature 
to those which are guiding the other Powers in 
Chins. Russia wants to make herself master 
of the North China provinces, not in the hope 
of finding there new markels for her in- 
dustrial products, but, on the contrary, 
new centres ‘of indugtriul prodacts, She 
wants an amalgamation of Chinese industry 
with the Russian peasant system, and 
not amere commercial conquest. This is the 
reason why—to speak of Manchuria ‘only~ she 
is obliged to prevent the immigration, colonies. 
tion and fixod settlement of non-Russinns and 
non-Chinese, but -remuins . willing and even 
eager to patrovise the impurt of foreign goode 
and the investment of foreign oapital in the 
country, being hersel€ unablé at this moment 
to stock the Manchurian market or to work the 
nataral resources of her new province.
